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Continuation of 13. Other: The after-final amendment filed 8/9/2006 has not been entered because the newly added limitation of 
compacting the pluarlity of composite layers "by applying vacuum" requires further consideration and a new search. With regard to 
applicant's argument that Freeman (771 ) does not teach removing the bladder (see page 8 of the after-final amendment filed 8/9/2006), it 
is noted that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F..2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck T Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). Specifically, as presented throughout prosecution of the instant application, Freeman (771) teaches the ability to remove the 
inflatable plastic bladder (40) (plastic tube) from the resulting molded structure (see col. 3, lines 6-10). As such, because the bladder is 
flexible, it is submitted that it is stretchable. Therefore, because it is stretchable, then it is submitted that the bladder is removed by being 
pulled out of the hollow area (22) extending through the structure (1 0) (see col. 2, lines 1 5-1 6) and as such, access is required in order to 
pull and remove the bladder as taught by Freeman (771). It is noted that, when "considering the disclosure of a reference, it is proper to 
take into account not only specific teachings of the reference but also the inferences which one skilled in the art would reasonably be 
expected to draw therefrom." In re Preda, 401 F.2d 825, 826, 159 USPQ 342, 344 (CCPA 1968). MPEP §2144.01 .
